Oppo nents Blasted 
Council Reversal on New City Hall 


Monday night Yorba Linda City 
Council officially--though not with- 
out regrets--gave up on the great 
city-hall gamble. 

City Council at a special meeting 
Aug. 31 had approved making 
application for federal funds under 
the Public Works Employment Act 
of 1976 to cover remodeling the 
Kountry Market shopping complex 
into a new city hall, although making 
the application would cost the city an 
estimated $5,000-10,000 in archi- 
tect’s fees for preparing necessary 
plans. 


Councilmen Anton M. ‘‘Doug’’ 
Groot, Whit Cromwell, and Irwin 
Fried had termed the expense ‘‘a 
good gamble.’’ Mayor Henry W. 
Wedaa and Councilman Dale 
Chaput had opposed the effort, 
although Wedaa later voted with the 
majority to improve the city’s 
chances of getting the grant, pegged 
by City Engineer Roy Stephenson as 
“‘10 per cent or less.”’ 

At the next regular council 
meeting, Sept. 7, the council heard 
considerable public opinion on their 
vote, much of it unfavorable, from a 


large audience. Opinions of the 
councilmen remained unchanged at 
the time, and the vote of 4-1 in favor 
of the application stood. 

Among the speakers opposing the 
move was former councilman 
Rudolph A. Castro, who termed the 
application ‘‘dishonest, immoral, 
and indecent.’’ 

Acknowledging threats of conti- 
nued opp“sition to the undertaking, 
City Manager Arthur Simonian told 
the council that ‘‘the controversy 
would be more than adequate 
grounds for (the federal govern- 


ment’s) denying the application. 

“It would be foolhardy to make 
the application, and a waste of time 
to pursue the matter further,’’ he 
concluded. 

The council agreed-though not 
without bitterness. 

In a_ prepared _ statement, 
Councilman Groot declared that 
‘‘(the) democratic process (whereby 
the council first voted approval of 
the grant application) was not 
acceptable to a very small minority 
of this community, (who had been) 
brainwashed and intimidated by the 


political, self-serving efforts of one 
individual’’--an apparent reference 
to Castro. 

‘“*This...individual threatened,”’ 
Groot continued, ‘‘based on 
half-truths and complete fabrica- 
tions, to bring legal action...in an 
effort to force his opinion on the 
citizens of this community.’’ 

Castro had asked City Counsel 
Leonard Hampel at the Sept. 7 
meeting what effect a referendum 
would have on the grant application. 
Hampel had replied that he didn’t 


think the action was subject to 
referendum procedure. 

Because the city also proposed to 
apply for funds to cover develop- 
ment of the Palm Avenue park site 
as well as refurbishing of Main 
Street, projects which would be 
endangered by the controversy over 
the city-hall application, Groot 
concluded, he would abandon the 
city-hall effort in favor of the two 
smaller undertakings. 

In a prepared statement of his 
own, Mayor Wedaa stated that ‘‘the

Fire Service Opens 
Communications Unit 


A sophisticated new communica- 
tions system, which monitors calls 
for Yorba Linda fire and paramedic 
services, was unveiled last week to 
the public in a Thursday Open 
House. 

The number to call for either 
service is 528-2101. 

A later innovation to be added to 
the system will be individual belts 
that local paramedics and special 
fire fighters can wear that will keep 
them in touch with dispatchers at the 
communcations center when per- 
sonnel are not in proximity to a 
telephone. 

The center, with an $80,000 price 
tag, is the product of the California 
Division of Forestry and the Orange 
County Fire Department, which 
services Placentia and Yorba Linda. 
The Emergency Command Center is 
located at 180 Water Street in the 
city of Orange. 

Ten years ago the department 
responded to just under 4,000 calls. 
This year to date the number has 
been increased to 11,200 incidents 
with projections of 17,000 total for 
the year. 

‘‘With the rapid growth of Orange 
County and the increased demands 
for fire and rescue services, it was 
necessary to upgrade the commun- 
ications in order to better serve the 
public,’’ Donald Holt explained at

The center is servicing 33 Orange 
County stations, including eight 
paramedic units. The radio consoles 
within the center have the capability 
of transmitting and receiving on 11 
frequencies which provide direct 
communication with all city fire 
departments in the county, all police 
and law enforcement agencies and 
the adjoining counties of Los 
Angeles, San Bernardino, Riverside 
and San Diego. 

The Center also monitors an 
additional 20 frequencies, in its 
position as area coordinator for the 
California Office of Emergency 
Serivces, to be operational in case of 
emergency incidents. 

The headquarters is staffed with 
one battalion chief, three captains, 
four radio dispatcher leadworkers, 
seven radio dispatchers and two 
map draftpersons, the center 
reports.

Apparently Do 


Council Pick-up 


[Due to space limitations, the 
STAR was unable to cover Yorba 
Linda City Council's Sept. 7 meeting 
fully last week. Following are other 
highlights of that meeting.] 


The $5,000-10,000 gamble for a 
new city hall proved not to be the 
night’s only source of acrimony. 

Because he_ lives nearby, 
Councilman Whit Cromwell had 
excused himself three weeks earlier 
when the council took up 
consideration of a conditional-use 
permit (CUP) which would allow 
horses to be kept on property being 
developed at 18562 Oriente Dr., in 
an RS zOne. 

(Under the city zoning ordinance, 
horses may be kept on RS land 
provided a CUP is first obtained 
from the city. Developer John 
Wertin, who is building on the 
property, had applied for the CUP on 
behalf of the eventual buyer. 

(Local residents, however, among 
them Cromwell's wife, citing danger 
of flies and smells arising from the 
keeping of horses, had protested the 
application. When the planning 
commission granted approval, the 
protesters appealed to City Council. 

(After a couple of tie votes caused 
by Cromwell’s absence--Mayor 
Henry Wedaa and Councilman Irwin 
Fried favored turning down the 
CUP, while Councilmen Dale 
Chaput and Anton ‘‘Doug’’ Groot 
supported it--a compromise was 
accepted whereby the CUP was

granted for 18 months only, subject 
to review thereafter.) Councilman 
Cromwell was not pleased with the 
result. 

Calling the handling of the matter 
by the planning commission and the 
city council ‘‘capricious’’ and 
‘‘prejudiced,’’ he declared that the 
residents had been denied ‘‘a fair 
and just hearing.”’ 

‘‘I don’t know when the people of 
the United States lost their right to 
petition,’’ he said, in reply to a 
reported charge by a commissioner 
that a petition presented by the local 
home-owners was ‘‘unwarranted.’’ 

As for city staff, who prepared 
reports on the situation for both 


planning commission and_ city 
council, ‘‘I don’t think (they) 
intended to be _ prejudiced,”’ 


Cromwell stated, ‘‘but they could 
have been more diligent.”’ 

Since Cromwell had removed 
himself from hearing the appeal 
because of a possible conflict of 
interest, he questioned the propriety 
of a certain planning commission- 
er’s taking part in the original 
hearing, since that commissioner 
allegedly also lived in the vicinity of 
the property involved. 

(Commissioner William R. Kitt- 
redge was apparently the one 
referred to. Kittredge lives at 4792 
Avocado.) 

Finally, acknolwedging that it 
might well be too late to do anything 
(a fact which City Attorney Leonard 
Hampel confirmed), the councilman 
asked for what relief might be 
possible. 

Cromwell then speculated wheth- 
er the number of horses already 
found in town might not pose a 
danger to ground-water supplies. 
Citing figures obtained, he explain- 
ed from county health officials, 
Cromwell estimated that a single 
horse produces six tons of manure

The possibility of consolidating 
Yorba Linda Elementary School 
District (YLSD) with Placent’ 
Unified (PUSD) and Fullerton Uni 
High (FUHSD) School Districts, first 
broached by YLSD two years ago but 
generally dormant ever since, seems 
at last dead. 

Part of the problem, YLSD board 
members admitted at their meeting 
Thursday night, was their own lack 
of zeal in pursuing the proposition. 

“It’s your initiative,’’ PUSD 
board member John Balducci told 
the board, ‘‘We’re there to respond, 
but we don’t hear anything. 


‘‘We’ve had only three letters in 
two years. If you want something, 
you've got to work for it.’’ 

Another part of the problem is 
that, although annexation would 
entail no cost to YLSD, such would 
not be the case for PUSD and 
FUHSD. Yet, even that might not 
pose an insurmountable barrier. 

‘‘We're going to have to do the 
same job, whether we’re three 
districts or one,’’ said Balducci. 
‘It'll cost the same amount either 
way, give or take a_ few 
administrators.”’ 

A further obstacle was posed by 
public indifference. 

‘‘I find no great interest out there 
in that community for annexation,”’ 
said Board President Paul R. 
Armstrong, ‘‘although I personally 
feet it’s the best thing for Yorba 
Linda and for Placentia.’’ 

Board Clerk Shirley Guardia 
agreed. ‘‘Without some show of 
interest on the part of the public,”’ 
she said, ‘‘I just don’t have the 
incentive to work for it.’’ 

Finally the board voted to send the 
other districts a letter saying that 
unless somebody had a new idea, 
YLSD would no longer be interested 
in annexation. 

‘“‘A waste of time,’’ Balducci 
offered. ‘‘If you’ve got an idea, 
let’s hear it. But we don’t have 
anything new.”’ 

In a more optimistic mood, the 
board approved applying, under the 
Public Works Employment Act of 
1976, for a federal grant of $1.9 
million to fund construction of a 
district education center at the 
corner of Casa Loma and Yorba 
Linda Boulevard. 

Although a decision by Yorba 
Linda City Council to apply for 
money under the same act to cover 
development of a new city hall has

The Dominquez Ranch, compris- 
ing at present the easternmost reach 
of Yorba Linda’s city limits, has 
been the focus of much attention. 

First there was the problem of 
annexing it, which deed required 
annexing a small strip of land at the 
southern end of the Kraemer Ranch. 
After considerable sound and fury, 
this was finally done. 

Now comes the matter of 
developing the ranch (such land 
could not stay empty for long). And 
the storm is not yet over. 

Wednesday night last week Bill 
Phillips of the architecturai firm of 
Phillips-Brandt-Reddick, represent- 
ing the would-be developer C. 
Michael, Inc. came before Yorba 
Linda City Planning Commission 
with a lot of plans, drawings, maps, 
and slides, all suggesting or 
depicting what C. Michael proposes 
to do with the land. 

What he (and, presumably, C. 
Michael as well) wanted was a zone 
change replacing the urgency PC 
(Planned Community) zoning im- 
posed on the land as a pre-condition 
for annexation with permanent PC 
zoning. 

The urgency zoning had been 
enacted with the restriction that it 
had to be _ replaced prior to 
development; PC zoning was what 
C. Michael wanted, however, since 
it would allow construction of 
developing the lower, flat part of 
clustered housing. 

But, as the Rolling Stones have 
noted, you don’t always get what 
you want. 

C. Michael’s plans call for 
developing the lower, flat part of 
the land--the portion south of the El 
Cajon Canal--as a series of lakeside 
clusters. Three small lakes would be 
created, about which would rise an 
assortment of condominiums and 
town houses (town houses, it seems, 
are like condominiums, only larger). 

A private recreation center would 
be built at the east end of the 
northernmost lake. 

North of the old canal are hills. C. 
Michael proposes to build single- 
family houses on top of these hills, 
doing a little grading to allow 
construction. Some cluster units 
would be installed in this area as 
well, along the western edge and in 
the bottom of a little draw. 

An arroyo cutting across the 
narrow ranch about a third of the 
way up would mark the limit of the 
first stage of development, although 
C. Michael figures the entire strip 
might be developed in five years or 
so. 

Two main roads would be 
developed, along, roughly, the 
eastern and western sides, with 
connectors and access roads

branching off. The second stage 
would include a small shopping 
center, a grade school, and a public 
park. The third and final stage would 
include an even larger park. 

The commissioners were not 
exactly carried away with enthusi- 
asm. In fact, virtually every aspect of 
the project came in for criticism. 

A favored target was the lakes. 
Was it defensible, the commission- 
ers wondered, to build lakes which 
would have to be kept filled 
principally or wholly with Metropoli- 
tan Water District water when the 
prospect of future water shortage 
looms? 

Was the construction around the 
lakes laid out in the best manner? 
Were three small lakes preferable to 
one large lake? Would the five-and-a 
third acres that would be covered 
with water even be best used in such 
a fashion? 

Roads were another concern. 
Could traffic on the two access 
roads, which, in their lower sections, 
would run arrow-straight, be held to 
a planned 35 mph? Would 
Esperanza Road--at first, the only 
access to the site--be adequate to

and 72,000 gailons of urine annually. 

Assuming that there were some 
2,500 horses in the vicinity of Yorba 
Linda, Cromwell said, this would 
mean that 30 million pounds of 
manure and 18 million gallons of 
horse urine were dumped on the 
ground each year. 

‘‘I‘m frightened by what I see 
here,’’ he said, referring to the 
figures. ‘‘What’s going to happen 
when we get rain, and all this 
sewage gets washed into the 
ground? 

“I think weve got a problem.”’

handle the traffic the development 
would produce? 

Would grading meet the stan- 
dards of the City’s new grading 
ordinance? (In places, no--said City 
Engineer Roy Stephenson.) Would 
homeowners maintain the long 
stretches of undeveloped hillside 
which would drop down from the 
back of their yards--and which they 
would own? 

Would schools, churches, nurser- 
ies be adequate? Were there 
sufficient recreational facilities? 
Would the canyon-bottom parks 
flood when it rained? 

Did the city even want all those 
condominiums and town houses--so 
different from the single-family 
homes which characterizes Yorba 
Linda? 

The answer to such questions, the 
commissioners, single and plurally, 
seemed to feel, might well be no. 

And so, after four and a half hours 
of such deliberations, they gave up 
and continued the quesion until an 
adjourned meeting to be held 
tonight (Wednesday, Sept. 22) at 
7:30 at the city parks and recreation 
north of Yorba Linda Junior High on 
Casa Loma. 
would be phased out. Including

City Fire Chief Keith Earll 
disagreed. ‘‘We feel we need the 
help of the outside alarms,”’ he said, 
speaking for the city’s volunteer 
force. ‘‘We’d hate to see them 
eliminated.”’

Chaput, in response, declared 
that a park would help hold down 
juvenile crime, thereby paying for 
itself by obviating need for 
additional police services. 

The park proposal passed on a 3-1 
vote, Fried’s being the lone ‘‘no.’’ 
Main Street fared better, passing 
4-0. 

Councilman Whit Cromwell was 
absent from the proceedings. 

Simonian observed that applica- 
tion costs for the two measures 
would be minimal and that they 
seemed to have no opposition from 
the public.

An administration building will 
occupy the southern part of the 
eastern half of the property, leaving 
the rest of the section for parking. 

The administration building will 
consist of an instructional materials 
center, district offices, a board room 
for school board meetings, a staff 
room for smaller meetings, and a 
patio. 

If the district fails to get the 
federal money, only the materials 
center will be built at first. Funding 
would be through state aid supple- 
mented by sale of bonds. 

District facilities are currently 
located at Nixon and Linda Vista 
Schools. Construction of even the 
materials center will free at least 
some space for instructional 
purposes, the board observed. 
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capital-improvement needs in Yorba 
Linda for the next five years. The 
recommendations resulting from the 
comittee’s studies will be used by 
the city council and staff in 
preparation of future city budgets 
and evaluation of whether a property 
tax is needed. The committee is 
comprised of five major subcommit- 
tees relating respectively, to 
drainage improvements, _ street 
improvements, city-hall facilities, 
trail improvements, and parks 
acquisition.

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_ Nestande Talks on The Record 


“What higher crime is bills then. Isn’t that an 


politician,’’ Assemblyman 
Bruce Nestande told lunch- 
eon guests last week at the 
Placentia Chamber of 
Commerce meeting, held at 
the Alta Vista Country 
Club. 

Nestande, who is running 
for re-election on the 
Republican ticket is the 
incumbent in the state 
assembly for the 70th 
district which encompasses 
Placentia and Yorba Linda. 

Hitting on several prime 
topics in his talk, Nestande 
also listed education as the 


top priority for the state 
government. 
“If I were in federal 


Congress I wouldn’t feel 
that way,’’ the Assembly- 
man explained. ‘‘There are 
issues that are different in 
our federal system. You 
have the responsibility for 
national defense and other 
problems.”’ 

Nestande also had a good 
word for the _ state’s 
Democratic governor, Jerry 
Brown. ‘‘The governor is 
making people prove the 
worthiness of what they 
want before he is going to 
increase spending. And | 
think it is about time that 
happens. 

‘*Government in too long 
a time has not sat back and 
reviewed what is going on 
and what has gone on in the 
past to see if that is worthy 
of being considered for 
continuation or not. We 
keep on adding. We never 
sit back and ask the hard 
question of whether or not 
that is working. Is that 
agency fulfilling the respor- 
sibility it was created to 
perform. 

“Is it now obsolete? How 
should it be updated? These 
questions aren’t asked. I’m 
telling you. It’s wrong I 
think. These questions have 
to be asked. 

‘“Why did New York City 
go broke? They passed 
legislation, passed laws, 
passed this, passed that but 
they weren’t thinking ten 
years down the road as to 
who’s going to pay those 


Continuing on the subject 
of finances, Nestande 
added: ‘‘You say fine. Let’s 
stick the corporations. But 
the corporation doesn’t 
have a bottomless well 
anymore than you and | 
have. Therefore their costs 
have got to go into the cost 
of the product. 

‘‘We must recognize that 
there is only so much moriey 
that you can allot .to 
government. We can 
destroy the system if we get 
to the point where govern- 
ment is simply taking too 
much out of it.’’ 

Discussing the pitfalls of 
appointed commissions 
who have been handed 
authority, Nestande stated 
strongly: ‘‘I don’t believe in 
that type of government. I 
believe in representative 
government and not ar- 
bitrary power going to 
appointed commissioners. 

“You can’t hold that 
group then accountable. 
Who then do you go to when 
they aren’t making the 
decisions you feel they 
ought to be making? How 
can the community react the 
way you can react when 
elected officials are making 
decisions? They can put 
them out of office. They 
have recalls. When com- 
missioners are there you 
cannot get a handle on 
them. 

‘‘That’s our power over 
our government. I want the 
power entrusted to elected 
officials.’’ 

The assemblyman also 
recounted his experience on 
the state’s ways and means 
committee: ‘‘You cannot 
believe people coming to 
you and laying on you the 
burden that unless you 
finance their program, the 
world is absolutely going to 
come to a halt. Everybody 
has a _ meritorious pro- 
gram.”’ 

Nestande also discussed 
mandatory prison sen-

tences for certain serious 
crimes. These would in- 
clude a felony committed 
with a gun and penalties for 
heroin pushers. 

In connection with this, 
the assemblyman also 
advocates determinite sen- 
tencing. When a certain 
crime is committed there 
will be a known penalty for 
it. “It’s a very. math- 
ematical thing,’’ he ex- 
plained. A second crime 
would have an additional 
penalty. He reported that 
the concept is ‘‘supported 
overwhelmingly by law 
enforcement.”’ 

Nestande asked emphat- 
ically for input from his 
constitutents. ‘‘Unless I
